scarcely a single sphere of our political 
life untouched. This > is particularly 
deplorable in view of the fact that fotf- 
eign nationalities, by invitation, ate 
about to visit this country to attend the 
centennial, and to inspect the republic 
and its institutions 
While there is 


very much to be proud of in the n»- 
tiou's conquests and achievements, and 


there IB room for such a question and 
doubt as to the answer the 
candidate 


should bo considered unfit for such an 
emergency. Tho coming president must 
deserve not only honest men's confi- 
dence but the hatred of thieves. 
At 


the sound of his name the most 
dis- 


heartened will take courage and all 
mankind say Americans are indeed in 
earnest to restore the ancient purity of 
the government.
